Fighting Desperately, August 
Sporer |s Overcome by the 
Whirlpool Rapids, 


TT WAS BRAVEST FIGHT 
N HISTORY OF NUAGARA 


When Young Fellow Finally 
Surrendered to Giant Waves 
He Had Swum 100 Yards 
Further Than Did the/Great 
English Swimmer, Captain 
Webb. 


Niagara Falis, N. Y., August it.— 
August Sporer, an !8-year-old boy of 
this city. went to his death today in 
the whirlpool rapids, after a gallant 
battle with the giant waves between 
the lower bridges and the pook 

With three companions, Sporer 
went for a swim in the river at the 
former Maid of the Mist landing. He 
struck out at once for the middle of 
the stream, and then turned toward 
the bridges. His companions called 
to him to turn back, for the current 
is very swift at that point, but he 
kept on gown stream, and was caught 
in the great sweep, the first break 
from the smoother waters the 
rapids. 


to 


Struggled to Neo Avail. 

The boy struggied for a time against 
the current, but to no avail. Then, re- 
alizing that he was beyond human 
help and was to be carried throug: 
the rapids, which took the life of 
Captain Webb, and which have re- 
sisted every human effort at passage, 
he deliberately turned down stream 
and began a grim fight for life. 

Not in all the history of the river 
has such a brave effort been witnessed. 
Although a frall boy, he went into the 
rapids, swimming strongly, and held 
his own until he struck the giant wave 
which curls up opposite the old bat- 
tery elevator. Then he went under 
and for a second was lost to the sight 
of the score of persons who stood on 
the lower arch bridge. 

Fighting Desperately. 

Again and again he disappeared, 
only to reappear each 
desperately against the terrible cur- 
rent. Then, when within 300 yards of 
the whirtpoo!, his strength gave out 
and he sank and was lost to view. 

Even then he had swum perhaps 100 
vards farther than did the great Eng- 
lish swimmer, Captain Webb. 

The body can now be seen in the 
whirlpool, where river men are waiting 
for it to be brought in toward shore 
far enough to be recovered. 


WILLIAM WINTER QUITS 
NEW YORK TRIBUNE 


Dean of American Dramatic 
Critics---With Paper Since 
1865. 


New York, August 16.—William Win- 
ter. the dean of American dramatic 
critics, has severed hits connection 
with The New York Tribune. which 
he accepted in 1865 at the invitation 
of Horace Greely. His resignation was 
announced today in the following 
statement by Hart Lyman, the editor: 

“Mr. Winter has resigned entirely 
of his own accord, and much to my 
regret, and I have no reason to expect 
that he will reconsider his decision. 

“T thought it not right to publish 
a small part of the amount of the 
matter he wrote for The Sunday Trib- 
une of August 8 Mr. Winter did not 
agree with me, and his resignation 
followed.”

SUEFOR $5,741) TO SWAP VISITS 


Charges of Conspiracy 
Are Made. 


Petition States That Goodloe 

Yancey, Secretary Prison 
Commission, and Dr. W. B. 
Hamby, Lessee, Conspired 
Together. 


Charging a conspiracy between Dr. 
W. B. Hamby, former lessee of -con- 
victs. and Goodboe Yancey, 
of the prison commission, by which 
conspiracy de- 
prived of their pro rata share of the 
state convicts from 1904 to 1909 while 
W. B. Hamby and other interested par- 
ties received more than their proper 
share. suits were filed in the superior 
court yesterday, afternoon. Yancey 
and Hamby are made joint defendants. 
Sums aggregating $5,741.07 are asked 
by W. S. McRee, executor for E. J. 
deceased: B. G. Lastinger, E. 
Manufacturing Company, and

The petition of W. S. McRee asks 
for damages tr the sum of $1,844.26 
and sets out that when the state hired 
its convicts in 1904 petitioner bid for 
and received 100 convicts; that his bid 
was for five years, and that convicts 
were assigned to him for that length 
of time. The bid, it is set out, was 
made on the estimate that the state 
would lease 1,500 convicts, which en- 
titled the petitioner to one-fifteenth 
of all prisoners leased by the state. 

It is further alleged by the peti- 
tioner that he agreed to pay the state 
$220.75 per man per, annum and that 
he immediately re-leased said: con- 
victs for the sium of $276 per man per 
annum, thus making a net profit of 
$55.25 per man per annum. It is also 
alleged that after June 30, 1907, the 
state at no time leased less than 
1.600 convicts, to which, under his 
contract and bid with the state, plain- 
tiff was entitled to one-fifteenth. 

Further. it is set out than on June 
30, 1907, plaintiff received only ninety- 
nine convicts. whereas his proper pro 
rata share, according to his contract, 
should have been 108. It, is alleged 
also that during no quarter in which 
His lease was in effect, did petitioner 
receive his pro rata share of the con- 
victs leased by the state.

All Details of the Historic 
Event Arranged. 


Diaz Will Spend an Hour With 
Taft in El. Paso, Texas, and 
Taft Will Spend an Hour 
With Diaz at Cuidad Juarez, 


Mexico.

Mexico City, August 16.—The first 
official admission that President Diaz 
will meet President Taft next October 
was made by Minister of Foreign Af- 
fairs Mariscal today, when that offi- 
cial stated that all details of the his- 
toric event had been arranged avith 
the exception of the granting of the 
permission to President Diaz to leave 
Mexican soil. 

The foreign minister added that the 
Mexican congress would convene on 
September 15 and that immediately 
after President Diaz had read his an- 
nual message he would ask the neces- 
sary permission to visit El Paso. The 
minister said there was little doubt 
but what this would be immediately 
granted. 

According to information received 
at the department of foreign affairs 
President Taft will arrive at El Paso 
at 9:30 o’clock.on the morning of Oc- 
tober 16. President Diaz will also ar-.- 
rive’ from Mexico City at Cuidad Jua- 
rez about the same time and he will 
then cross the frontier-and meet Presi- 
dent Taft in El Paso. An hour later 
the president of the United States will 
return the visit to President Diaz at 
Cuidad Juarez on the Mexican side.

So Urge Delegates. 
Prison Congress, | 


“Indiana Plan” for Surgical 
Operations to Prevent Propa- 
gation of Criminals and Idiots 
Favored ~- Women Delegates 
Took Lead in the Debate. 


August 16.—The 
American Prison Association spent 
most of the session today in heated 
debate on a paper written by Dr. H. C. 
Sharp, formerly sugeon in the Indian- 
apolis reformatory, on the “Indiana 
pan” of performing surgical opera- 
tiong on hopeless idiots and confirmed 
criminals. 

The debate for preventing the prop- 
agation of criminals and idiots, de- 
veloped almost unanimous sentiment 
for the plan. 

The discussion according to Presi- 
dent Gilmer, of Toronto, Canada, was 
one of the most profitable the associa- 
tion has held In years. 

The Women Wouldn't Leave. 

In the absence of Dr. Sharp, his pa- 
per was read by Amos W. Butler, of 
Indianapolis. After a discussion of the 
outdoor plan of treating convicts, in 
which every speaker told of the good 
results, of banishing armed guards and 
putting the prisoners on honor, the de- 
bate on the Indiana plan was begun 
by a delegate moving that Dr. Sharp’s 
paper be suppressed, on the ground 
that the Indiana plan was contrary to 
the Bible. _ 

One delegate obejcted to the de- 
bating being contirued before women. 
who composed at least one-third of 
the audience. Thereupon, the women 
delegwates at once took the lead in the 
controversy, led by Mrs. Weeks, presi- 
dent of the Philadelphia Social Purity 
League. 

Mrs. L. R. Eastwood, of South Da- 
kota, advocated chloroforming idiots 
and this made the delegates laugh. 

During the debate it was announced 
that Connecticut and California had 
followed Indiana. The motion to sup- 
press was not put toa vote. President 
Gilmour said it would not have re- 
celved three votes. 

To Deal With Criminals as Insane. 


The report oh prevention and pro- 
bation which was presented by Judge 
B. R. Lindsay, of the Denver jyuveniir: 
court, said in part: 

“Our criminal law, as it came down 
to us through feudalism. was an jn- 
strumentality of government far, from 
perfect. even for the purposes for 
which it was intended. Admitting that 
it was necessary and justiable, ag a 
system in that period of social de- 
velopment—as we must—-yet we must 
equally admit it must do more harm 
than good as long as it rests. alone 
on force, violence, Vengeance and pun- 
ishment. 

“Phe tinte may come, however: far 
in the futtire, it may be, or, howeyer, 
unprepared we may be for it even new, 
when the state will come to deal with 
a criminal much as we now do with 
the insane. 

‘But this treatment of the criminal 
will be as unlike the extreme methods 
ir. vogue of stripes, iron cells and other 
reminders of degradation as it is in 
the treatment of the insane, who, 
within a century, were as completely 
brutalized and degraded as convicts 
are now.”’

Powers Will Be Forced to 
Land Troops to Haul Down 
the Greek Flag and to In- 
sure the Autonomy of the 
Island. 


Canea, Island of Crete, August 16.— 
The provisional administrative com- 
mittee to which the administration of 
the island was entrusted when the 
Cretan cabinet resigned Sunday took 
the oath of allegience to the king and 
kingdom of Greece today. 


The action of the provisional admin- 
istration committee in Crete in swear- 
ing allegiance to Greece apparently in- 
dicates that it is not its intention to 
meet the demands of he protecing 
powers to haul down the Greek flag, 
and that therefore the powers will 
again be forced to land troops to in- 
sure the atitonomy of the island. 

Situation Is Threatening. 

Washington, August 16.-—Mr. Ein- 
stein, the secretary of the American 
embassy at Constantinople, has cabled 
the state department that: the situa- 
tion here is endangered owing to the 
pressyre which is being brought to 
bear on the sublime porte to demand 
fresh categorical explanations at Ath- 
ens regarding Crete and Macedonia 

While the possibility of hostflities is 
said to be by no means removed, hopes 
are expressed of a peaceful solution 
of the difficulties.

GREAT BUSINESS 


It Will Break Record, 


Thinks Traffic This Year Will 
Be the Greatest in History. 
He Predicts a Shortage of 
Cars. 


Washington, August 16.—A heavier 
business than ever has been Known in 
a single year is looked for by Chair- 
man Knapp. of the interstate com- 
merce commission, for American rall- 
roads during the present fiscal year. 

The serious situation anticipated, not 
Gnly by Judge Knapp, but By other 
officials of the commission and by 
operation railroad men generally, is 
that there may be a shortage of: cars. 
The crop prospects are considered so 
bright that it is probable that the 
railroads and other transportation 
companies may be taxed beyond their 
capacity to handle the freight that 
will be offered to them. : 

Already, according to figures sum- 
mitted to the interstate commerce 
commission, the railroads, in consider- 
able number, have recovered: from the 
low business pressure of a year and a 
half ago and now are handling almost 
as much traffic as they handled in 


the rush months of 1907, which. was 
the banner vear in American railroad- 
ing. 

“The ia tesla learned a good lesson 
in 1907.” said Chairman Knapp. “Then 
they were absolutely unable to handle 
promptly the traffic that was offered 
to them. Since that time they have 
added materially to their equipment, 
have improved their roadbeds and-in 
every respect have increased their fa- 
cilities. I do not doubt that this year 
will be 2a red letter period for them 
and for the country. 

Generally it is RI however, 
that a shortage of cars will result 
this fall from the increased business 
of the carriers and some embarrass 
ment to shippers may be looked for as 
a consequence.

Measure Preventing Non-Resi- 
dent 


State 
The Ashburn’ Court Bill Is 
Vetoed. 


Governor Brown last night finally 
disposed of all the general legislation 
which was enacted at the recent ses- 
sion of the general assembly. 

While the constitution, as heretofore 


commonly accepted, allows the governor. 


Ave davs. exclusive of Sundays, or 
five working days in which to. approve 
or veto bills submitted to him, Goy- 
ernor Brown decided that he would 


take no chances. at least not with any’ 


of the measures in regard to which 
any possible contest might arise. 

The only measures which he permit- 
ted to go over until today are some 
uncontested local bills, and that was 
done only because of the sheer physi- 


cal impossibility of disposing of all of 


them in twenty-four hours. Many of 
the local bills did not reach him untfl 
the afternoon and night, and a few are 
vet to come to him. 

Former governors 
excluded Sunday from the five days 
allowed. and while Governor Brown 
thinks this the correct construction, he 
preferred not to leave an opportunity 
for any question to be raised about it. 

After a careful perusal of the gen- 
eral tax act and 
priations measure. Governor Brown 
attached his signature to those meas- 
ures and they are now the law. 

Two other measures of importance 
received the Signature of the governor. 
One provided for the forfeiture of 
charter for the non-resident insurance 
company doing business in Georgia 
which transfers a civil suit fr 4 
state to a federal court. The second 
was the employers’ Hability bill, which 
gives protection to employees who are 
injured while in the discharge of their 
duty, even if they are partly respon- 
sible, their power to recover being 
jessened, however, in proportion to 
their negligence. 

Governor Brown also signed the con- 
stitutional amendment allowing cities 
of a certain size to issue $100,000 flood 
bonds. This measure has particular 
application to Augusta. 

Vetoed City Court ef Ashbura. 

The only medsure which Governor 
Brown vetoed outright was that pro- 
posing to abolish at once the city 
court of Ashburn. 

Several delegations called on the 
governor to urge him to veto this bill, 
and he received numerous telegrams 
to the same effect, while he has heard 
from comparatively few persons "fa- 
voring the measure. 

Strong opposition 
bear against a local 
Governor Brown has had 
sideration for several days. 

One of these is a bill which puts 
certain restrictions upon the running 
of automobiles in Bartow county.

“A nation is known to follow the 
model of the French and give her 
best work to her paper money, that 
the world may know that we have 
artists, that we know art; that we 
appreciate it and that we value it. 

“In my new scheme, I recommend 
new designs. That is, the designs at 
present on our bills are, of course, 
too large and unwiel‘tv for the more 
graceful small bills. 

“That means new designs. For this 
the country cannot do better than 
employ her greatest artists. 

“Then, I want the portraits to 
uniform; every note of a certain 
nomination shall have a certain por- 
trait on it, no matter whether the 
note is national or bank currency. 

“Thus when the portrait of Cleve- 
land, a beautiful innovation of Mr. 
Cortelyou, is seen every one will in- 
stantly know thet the note is a $190 
one, nothing else.

Few Negro Enumerator s 
Will Be Named. 


Supervisors of Georgia to Have 
Big Work in Hand --- Great 

Care Will Be Exercised in 

' Appointments --- Canvass Be- 
gins Next Spring. 
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ONE GEORGIA SUPERVISOR 
STILL TO BE SELECTED 
Beverly, Mass., August 16.— 
The list of supervisors commis- 
siomed by President Taft, and 
Biven out last night, leaves 146 
appointments yet to be ap- 
proved by the chief executive. 
Practically all of the selections 
have been agreed upon, but some 
are being held up on account of 
protests. Among those s0 held 
up, it is said, are the appoint- 
ments for the fourth Georgia 
district. 
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The supervisors who will have 
charge of the work of taking the next 
census will be about the most popular 
men in Georgia for the next few 
months. 

Upon these eleven men devolves the 
task of choosing the persons who are 
to be the walking interrogation points. 
That they will be overwhelmed with 
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Out saying. The supervisor®- are 
have complete discretion in the matter 
of making selections. An examination 
of applicants ig to be held, but, as it 
will be a non-competitive examination, 
its main purpose will be to give the 
supervisor a line on the mental equip- 
ment and capacity of the individuals 
who aspire to work for Uncle Sam. 

The task of the supervisor will be no 
light one. Unless the men whom he 
selects as enumerators are efficient, 
and equal to the work, the whole cen- 
sus work, for which $10,000,000 has 
been appropriated ag a starter, will be 
absolutely valucless. Worse than that. 
it will be a positive detriment to the 
ecountry. 

The enumerator must be able to find 
out how old is Ann; how much money 
pap has invested in his business; the 
number of living progeny of Uncle 
Quash; how many bolts of goods, or 
cases of shoes, or pounds of wire nails 
a cértain factory turng out: how many 
hogs, and chickens, and mules Farmer 
Fishbach has on the farm: how much !t 
costs to run the city government, and 
where all the money goes that the 
tax payers pay in, and various other 
little inquisitorial stunts of like na- 
ture. 

Few Negro Enumerators. 

It mav be stated authoritatively that 
there will be very few negro enumer- 
ators in Georgia. This has been the 
bugbear of the democratic congress- 
men from the south, and the argument 
on which they based their strongest 
hopes of being able to control the se- 
lection of supervisors in their dis- 
tricts. ; 

Negroes will probably be chosen to 
take the census among negroes, but it 
is understood the republican super- 
visors will chose white republicans and 
even democrats for the work. In view 
of the small number of republicans 
who will be available for the work, it 
is more than probable they will name 
numbers of democrats. 

Each congressional district in the 
south is made a census district under 
a supervisor. Each militia district 
having a specified number of people 
will be constituted an enumerator's 
district. 

In cities like Atlanta, Savannah, Au- 
gusta and Macon the city wards will 
be divideg into districts. The super- 
visor in each congressina¥ district Is 
to lay out the district in subdivisions 
and appoint enumerators for each. 

Work Begins Next Spring. 

The actual house-to-house canvass 
will not begin until some time next 
spring. In the meantime districts 
are to be carved out, enumerators in- 
structed in their work and supplied 
with blanks. for taking the statistics 
called for by the law-making pro- 
vision for this enumeration. When 
the forces have been trained and are 
ready to begin work it will not take 
over thirty days to complete the can- 
vass.

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WHY THE MUSICIANS 
UPPOSE DRUM CORPS 


Secretary of Atlanta Union 
Writes to The Con- 
stitution. 


Thinking that the case of the mu- 


siclans in their fight against the At- 
lanta ftre department drum and bugle 
corps has not been fully presented to 
the public, Joe M. Wusthoff, secre- 
tary of the Musicians’ Protective As- 
sociation of Atlanta, which is locas 
No. 148, of the American Federation 
of Musicians, has written the follow- 
ing letter to The Constitution. 


Editor Constitution: Considerable 
material having been published in re- 
gard to the musicians and labor unions 
having forced the Firemens’ drum 
corps to disband, I feel it no more 
than proper and right that the side 
of the musicians be made known to 
the people of Atlanta. I, therefore, 
request that you give Me space in 
your valuable paper for a few fre- 
marks on the subject and the resolu- 
tions ‘that seem to be the cause of 
the firemens’ contentions. The reso- 
lutions. adopted by the musicians 
were as follows: 

“To -the Honorable Mayor and 
Members of the City Council of At- 
lanta, Ga.—Gentlemen: Whereas, 
the Musicians’ Protective Associa- 
tionof Atlanta, Ga., Local _ 148, 
American Federation of Musicians, 
consisting of 135 ladies and gentle- 
men, who follow the profession of 
music principalty for a _ livelihood, 
and nearly all of whom are tax pay- 
ers of the city of Atlanta, and 

“Whereas, the Firemen’s drum 
corps, who as members of the At- 
lanta fire department are receiving 
pay from the city of Atlanta, high- 
er than the average attained by the 
members of the above said associa- 
tion, and 

“Whereas, we as tax payers of 
the city of Atlanta in part help to 
maintain the Atlanta fire depart- 
ment, and 

“Whereas, said firemen's drum 
corps has been brought into com- 
petition with the musicians of At- 
lanta, and thereby lessened their 
opportunity of maintaining a live- 
lihood, and 

“Whereas, the city council has re- 
cently appropriated $500 to send 
said drum corps to Washington, D. 
C., to participate in the inaugura- 
tion of President William H. Taft, 
thereby precluding the chances of a 
band of musicians securing the en- 
gagement, and 

“Whereas, the firemen’s drum 
corps is in demand because tbeir 
services are gonated gratis by the 

city council, and at times appro- 
priations from the city taxes are 
made to pay their expenses, and 

“Whereas, the city council does 
Atlanta and its citizens an injustice 
by permitting tHe firemen’s drum 
corps to be used for the above said 
purposes, and ’ 

“Whereas, the fire department is 
maintained by the tax payers of 
the city of Atlanta to give them fire 
protection, and not for competition 
of its citizens; therefore be it 

“Resolved, That we, as musicians 
and tax payers of the city of At- 

lanta, do condemn the use of the 
Atlanta fire department for the pur- 
pose of competing with its citizens, 
and declare it to be unjust and un- 
democratic, and respectfully request 
of your honorable body that in the 
future you prevent the employment 
of the Liaiia fire department drum 
corps to the detriment of the citi- 
zens and musicians of Atlanta, Ga.

We have been told that our fire- 
fighting brigade was not large enough 
to cover the city proper. yet the citv 
council sends them out of the city. 40 
strong, to Washington. Birmingham ar 
Memphis or any other place politics 
would dictate. If a fire should happen 
in the same class as that one of the 
Terminal district, with 40 members of 
the fire department out of the city, 
we would be in a nice hole. and where 
would that fire stop? On the other 
hand. if we have 49 men too many in 
the fire department, or any other de- 
partment, we had better dispense with 
them and put that money to some im- 
provement of the city. The hooting. 
and howling about a firemen’s drum 
corps is a piece of illogical humdrum 
and will not stand the test of a good 
business deal. Of course, as long as 
the politicians are back of it. it will 
thrive, but the average business man 
and citizen has been discontented with 
the combination for some time and the 
sooner the fire department is held 
within its sphere the sooner we can 
put our city in the class of modern 
cities.

It Is Not Possible.

Africa Equality With Whites

commons unanimously passed the sec- 


ond reading of the South African con- 


stitution bill tonight. 

In the course of the debate, exX- 
Premier Balfour said that the house 
in dealing with the question of a con- 
stitution for the federation of South 
African colonies, the Transvaal, Cape 
Colony, the Orange River State and 
Natal, was discussing one of the most 
important events jn the history of the 
British empire. The bill, he declared, 
was a most wonderful issue from al! 
the controversies, bitter bloodshed and 
difficulties to peace and he believed 
the world could not show anything 
like it. 

The race problem, Mr. Balfour 
said, was but a’fractional part of the 
&reat questions parliament was now 
deciding. He strongly denied that it 
was intended to give the colored races 
equality with Buropeans, declaring 
that so far as the government, society 
and the higher forms of civilization 
were ooncerned, it would be impossible 
to give equal rights to the colored 
races without threatening the whole 
fabric of civilization. 

In the opinion of Mr. Balfour, the 
best hope for the solution of this great 
problem wag to place absolute and im- 
plicit confidence in the representative 
institutions the South. Africans are 
now creatfng and for,the home gov- 
ernment not to meddle wjth it. He 
added that he desired to do nothing 
that would hamper the government 
In carrying out a measure so essential 
to the future of South Africa.

| he truth of the mafter is, The Constitution, at the time the charges 
of ex-lunatic Dunnington and others, against .that institution, were first 
made, not only gave less prominence to them than perhaps any other of 
the large dally newspapers of the state, but in its brief reports cast doubt 
upon them as proceeding from rather questionable sources. 

But when a reputable commission, appointed by former Governor Smith, 
composed ‘of men of high standing and well known all over the state, de- 
‘elared, after investigation, in an official report to the general assembly 
through Governor Brown, that conditions at this institution were not all 
that they should be, the situation seemed to call for criticism. 

This commission was composed of Dr. Willis F. Westmoreland, prest- 
dent of the state board of health; Hon. Seaton Grantland, of Griffin, a well- 
known business man, and Judge W. F. Jenkins, of Batonton, a prominent 
lawyer. 

The official report of this commission criticised various features: and 
conditions which they found at the sanitarium; Judge Jenkins signed a 
minority report as to the strictures passed upon the management; -IN 
PRACTICALLY ALL OTHER RESPECTS HE i IN 
THE MAJORITY REPORT. 

Scarcely had this report been read in the general assembly when a 
resolution, citing alleged conditions at the sanitarium and providing for 
the appointment of a joint committee to investigate that institution and make 
report to the next session, was passed with little opposition; in the senate 
the action was unanimous. 

It was following official pencit and official action that The Constitution 
commented upon these alleged conditions at one of the state’s most im- 
portant institutions, and took the position that if the charges made are 
true, then corrective measures should be applied as speedily as possible; 
and if they are not true, then the real facts should be just as speedily 
made known. 

The Constitition has made no investigation of its own into affairs at 
the sanitarium, but accepting the report of a reputable commission, sub- 
mitted to the legislature, as more than of a bill of indictment—for it was not 
based upon ex parte testimony alone—called for such action as the situation 
justifies. 

If these reports are true, there should be a clean sweep in manage- 
ment—from top to bottom. 

If they are untrue, the public should have information accordingly. 

' Light on the true conditions at the sanitarium is what is needed, and 
it is well that the legislature has determined, through the appointment of 
an able and representative committee, to have it. 

‘ Evil cannot come of proper investigation. | 

If conditions exist, as officially charged by the investigating committee, 
it is due the state, as well as the institution, that they should be corrected. 

If they do not, then let the saniterium stand vindicated, as it should be, 
before the whole state.

Editor. “Constitution:. In your issue 
12th inst., appeared an editorial 
headed “Reaping the Whirlwind at 
State Sanitarium.” | 

It was a sweeping condemnation of 
bufidings, equipment, methods and 
management of this great institution, 
and well calculated to arouse grave 
concern in the minds of those with 
relatives under treatment there. In 
effect, it pronounced valueless the life- 
work of the late Dr. T. O. Powell, one 
of the ablest alienists our country 
has produced, and proclaimed the 
work of the present superintendent, 
Dr. L. M. Jones, trained for twenty- 
five years under Dr. Powell, and his 
staff of assistants a “tragic parody.” 
It cast discredit on the work of the 
present and preceding boards of 
trustees, on which have served and 
serve now some of the best men and 
most distinguished physicians in the 
state. It ignored the fact that sim- 
ilar sensational charges have been 
made in the past, have been fully in- 
vestigated by legislative committees, 
and found wholly without foundation. 
It gave no word of praise to the 
faithful physicians ang nurses, many 
of whom have grown gray in the 
service rendered by them to humanity. 
In fact, it found nothing to commend, 
everything to condemn. The editorial 
does grave injustice to good men and 
the writer, a trustee of this institu- 
tion, asks space in your columns to 
differ from you. Kindly and well- 
meant criticisms are welcomed by the 
management, and are often helpful. 
Abuse is not criticism. 

It is presumed your editorial was 
based on the report submitted by tne 
commission appointed by Governor 
Smith, on request of the board of 
trustees, for the investigation of cer- 
tain charges, etc. Such investiga- 
tion proved these specific 
false. A report on conditions, etc., 
alleged to be found, followed. Some 
things were commended, others con- 
demned. This feature of the report 
was not unanimous, a minority re- 
port being filed. On the commission 
sat one physician, one lawyer and 
one business man. Their sincerity is 
not doubted, nor is it doubted that no 
one of them is an expert in the 
treatment and care of insane persons. 
When, therefore, non-experts sit in 
judgment on the work of men whose 
lives are devoted to this one branch 
of the medical profession, their find- 
ings shoulq be valued accordingly. 
The final and only true test of the ef- 
ficiency of the methods employed in 
any hospital for the insane is in the 
number of cures effected. On this most 
important point the commission is 
silent, and yet an investigation will 
show the sanitarium abreast of the 
best in the United States. 

The commission found fault with 
the presence in the sanitarium of 
epileptics not ipsane and feeble-mind- 
ed children. The board of trustees is

The commission severely censures | 
the boarq of trustees for the prev- 
alence of tuberculosis in the sdnita- 
rium, and alleges that certain deaths 
from this cause were preventable by 
the board. It was further alleged 


shat all of these cases originated in 


the sanitarium. This condition is. not 
as the repeated reports of the 
board will testify. The board admits 
the seriousness of the situation, but 
denies that all of such cases orig- 
inated in the sanitarium. Personally, 
the writer. saw last month a  »pa- 
tient two weeks in the sanitarium and 
in the last stages of tuberculosis. If 
one such, there must be more. The 
history of each case should be the 
basis of such allegation. The com- 
mission asserts that the surplus funds 
in a year named would have built the 
needed wards for the isolation of 
such patients, omitting to state that 
the following year such surplus was 
wiped out and a deficit remained. To 
make both ends meet is always a se- 
rious problem for the board. Thirty- 
five cents per patient dally with 
which to pay every expense, save in- 
surance, leaves a tiny margin for ¢x- 
tras. 

The buildings are in fair repair and 
clean. The food supply is ample and 
well prepared. The patients are com- 
fortably clothed. Much of the plumb- 
ing is old, but is being replaced as 
rapidly as the means of the board 
will admit. More physicians and 
nurses might be profitably used, if 
sufficient funds were available, but 
that better ones could be found, the 
board doubts. The constant study of 
the ten members of the board of 
trustees, four of them physicians, and 
of the medical staff is given to an in- 
crease in the efficiency of the institu- 
tion. The superintendent is in reg- 
ular attendance on the annual meet- 
ings of the American Psychological 
Association, often accompanied by a4 
member of the board, to glean all the 
light possible from such gatherings. 
The sanitarium is not perfect, but it 
compares favorably with its sister in- 
stitutions in the United States. Abuses 
have ocurred in the past, will doubt- 
less do so in the future, but none oc- 
cur without condign punishment fall- 
ing on the guilty party. The officers 
of the sanitarium, medical and other- 
wise, are fully alive to their duties, 
are men of intelligence and skill in 
their work, possessed of conscience 
and humane instincts. That they. 
could be guilty of such misconduct as 
to merit your wholesale denunciation 
of them is unthinkable; it is prepos- 
terous.

SAW FRENCH AVIATOR 
FLY ACROSS CHANNEL 


“He looked like a big box kite, like 
we used to fly,” said Forrest Adair, Jr., 
son of the well-known real estate man, 


as he described to a group of his 
friends the flight of Bleriot, the dar- 
ing French aviator, who recently 
startled the world by flying* on his 
aeroplane across the English channel, 

There were four-Atlantans in the 
party who witnessed this flight, For- 
rest Adair, Jr., Robin Adair, his 
brother; Dr. T. C. Marshall, the well- 
known Atlanta druggist, and Robert 
Troutman, son of Dr. M. L. Trout- 
man, so long a pastor in this city. 

This was only one of the highly in- 
teresting ventures this quartet, two of 
whom returned to Atlanta Sunday, 
Forrest and Dr. Troutman, had since 
they left Atlanta on June 2. 

Another most interesting experience 
was that of going to the rescue of the 
ship-wrecked “Slavonia” off the Flores 


islands, while the third was being on | 


board the “Lusitania,” which arrived in 
New York on Saturday, having made 
a world record of a westbound trip, 
spanning the ocean in four days, six- 
teen hours and forty minutes. 

But it was the flight across the 
English channel which pleased the At- 
lantans most. 

“We had the best guide in Paris, I 
believe, to be found,” said Forrest 
Adair, Jr. “He told us that there were 
a party of aviators at Calais who were 
going to try and cross the channel and 
suggested we go there for this flight. 
This guide knew Bleriot and found out 
the time the trial ~2was to be made, That 
morning we got up early to see the 
flight. He came out on crutches, for 
he had been hurt in a flight a few 
days before. He got into his machine 
and started off easily. He circled 
around a@ couple of times and then 
headed across the channel. He looked 
like a big box kite like we used to 
fly. We watched him until he was a 
speck in the distance and then drop- 
ped below the horizon. The rest of his 
flight is newspaper history. Our ex- 
citement began when we were eight 


days Out of New York. One day about 
noon the Princess Irene—our boat— 
received the famous C. Q. D. message 
of distress and soon we were told the 
Slavonia had gone on the rocks off the 
Flores islands. The distressed boat 
gave her exact location and the offi- 
cers told us we would reach the boat 
by 10 oe’clock that night. 

“Everyone remained up. It was @ 
wonderful sight, as we neared the dis- 
abled boat. to watch the sky lighted 
up with rockets, signals from that 
boat to ours, and from ours to them. 
The steamship Batavia arrived about 
the same time. Mrs. J. M. High and 
Miss Elizabeth High, who live right 
across the street from us in Atlanta, 
were on that boat. There we were, 
neighbors again, though both a couple 
of thousand miles from Peachtree. 
The Slavonia had hit the rocks was 
all that saved her. Had she _ struck 
anywhere else it was sixty fathoms of 
water for them. Through the courtesy 
of the first officer, who sat at our 
table Dr. Marshall and I were allowed 
to go ashore, to the Flores islands, 
No one else got this privilege. And 
there I saw the red-hot sport of the 
island. He was a Portuguese. He 
wore a white felt hat, flared up in 
front, a blue serge coat, white shirt 
and white flannel trousers, turned up 
at the bottom. but no socks or shoes. 
He was some swell. After the rescued 
passengers were taken aboard the 
Princess Irene, out of gratitude to the 
islanders, they made up a purse of 
$%.000 and sent it back to the Flores 
islanders. This Atlanta party visited 
Rome, Venice, Naples, Milan, toured 
Germany, Switzerland, France and 
England. On the return trip, on the 
Lusitania. when the record for the 
westbound trip was broken it was 
learned the Welsh coal burns best in 
the Lusitania and that is why the boat 
holds the westbound record, and the 
Americar coal burns best in her sister 
ship. the Mauretania is why that ship 
holds the eastbound recora.”

New York, August 16.—Americap 
cities are pronounced twenty-five 
years behind progressive Germany in 
2 Bulletin issued by the committee on 
.2ongestion of population in New York. 
The worst evils of unsanitary, im- 
moral and crowded housing are to be 
found, according to the bulletin, in 
New York, with Chicago a close and 
gaining second, and Philadelphia, St. 


Louis and Cleveland following in the} 


order named. 

Though the average density of popu- 
lation in Chicago is only 21.09 persons 
to the acre, the nineteenth ward has 
a density of 93.76 to the acre, the six- 
teenth 101.11. the seventeenth” 107.38 
and the single blocks by the score run 
as high as 150 with two that reach 
200. The most crowded block in New 
York had a density in 1901 of slightly 
under 400. 

Philadelphia has less congestion to 
the acre, because there are fewer five 
and six-story tenement houses, but in 
One block there were found 104 single 
room “housekeeping apartments,” in 
five of which seven persons of all 
ages and both sexes slept and cooked, 
Bix of which had six occupants each, 
thirteen five each and twenty-seven 
four each. The bulletin comments: 

“There is no home life and no pri- 
vacy possible.”

Then, again, as he sits on your front 
porch sharpening your scissors for 5 
cents he can tell you why the earth 
moves around the sun in an elliptical 
orbit instead of in a circle. His rea- 
son is that there is a third force be- 
sides the centrifugal and the centri- 
petal, and he calls this third’ force 
“repulsion.” He will also prove to 
you, as he pauses with your scissors 
half sharpened, that the astronomers 
are wrong when they say that. the 
moon revolves on its axis one time for 
evéty revolution it makes around the 
earth. He declares that the moon 
does not turn on its axis at all, 
otherwise both sides of it would be 
seen at some time and from some 
point on the earth.

After 48 
years of study I discovered that the 
true solution of the sun's distance de- 
pends upon that distance from 
sun, at which, if the earth ‘were re- 
moved to it, would have (2n)3  rota- 
tions or solar days in .one revolution 
around the sun. I believe I have 
solved, with accuracy, the great prob- 
lem. I am still studying what can 
keep up the motion of a planet’s rota- 
tion around its axis. Astronomers may 
be sldw to acknowledge the trugh of 
my deductions, but if they will read 
my book I believe they will be con- 
vineed that I am right.” 

As he thus learnedly talks he will 
pause in the process of scissors sharp- 
ening to see if you understand. He 
will sharpen your scissors well, for 
he is just as careful about that work 
as he is about his astronomical cal- 
culations.
